REPORT STATE TAX COMMISSION tora. 
INCREASE IN PuBLIC EXPENDITURES. | 


No power has constituted the members of the tax com- 
mission guardians of the public in respect to expenditures 
for the support of government, and they have no disposition 
to assume that role. Nevertheless, “economy being a most 
essential virtue in all states,’ and it being “the duty of 
legislators and magistrates * * * to countenance 
@eemineutcate the principles of -*: * —* economy,” all 
as set forth in the constitution of this state, the com- 
missioners believe themselves to be amply justified in 
urging, as they have so often urged before, the impor- 
tance of this subject upon the voters of the state. The 
public revenue, state and municipal, is the voters’ business, 
and they are responsible, directly or indirectly, for every 
extravagance affecting it from the inception to the ter- 
mination of the fund. | 

Every compulsory contribution levied by public authority 
upon people or property is in the broad sense of the term 
a tax, nor is it made less obnoxious or burdensome if 
called a fee or a fine. In the figures that follow there- 
fore, all fees, fines, and other exactions, if any, are in- 
cluded with the taxes upon polls and estates. To illustrate 
the comparative importance of the two classes, it may be 
said that the taxes upon polls and estates represent about 
95 per cent and all other income about 5 per cent of the 
total revenue of the state, and of the counties, cities, towns, 
districts and precincts therein. 

Taxes as defined above have increased by leaps and 
bounds in recent years. In 1903 the sum of all the taxes 
assessed by and within the state of New Hampshire was 
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$5,373,420.22; in 1913 it was $8,765,039.07, an increase 
of $3,391,618.85, or 63 per cent., in ten years. But these 
figures do not adequately represent the velocity the up- 
ward movement has now attained. To show that it is 
necessary to divide the ten-year period: The levy in 1908 
was $924,388.79, or 17 per cent. greater than in 1903, while 
that in 1913 was $2,467,230.06, or 39 per cent. greater than 
in 1908. By so much did the advance in the last half of 
said period exceed that in the first half. These figures 
will be the more alarming if it is remembered that while 
taxes already sufficiently heavy were advancing 63 per 
cent., the population of the state increased only about 4% 
per cent., and while the one was advancing 39 per cent., 
the other increased only about 2% per cent. 

It is instructive to study the subject from another angle. 
In the ten years from 1904 to 1914, both inclusive, the 
annual increase in all taxes defined and limited as above 
was as follows:

The average yearly increase for the whole period was 
$336,561.85. The upward trend is more plainly shown, 
however, by dividing, as before, the ten-year period in the 
middle and considering the halves separately. For the first 
five years the average annual increase was $184,877.76; 
for the last five years it was $493,446.01. It is surely per- 
tinent to consider how long the little state of New Hamp- 
shire, almost stationary in wealth, can sustain a tax 
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already burdensome and increasing at the rate of prac- 
tically half a million dollars a year without crippling her 
industries and impoverishing her people. Plainly it is a 
condition not calculated to attract capital from without 
the state or to encourage business within the same. 

From the per capita standpoint the situation is not less 
disturbing. In 1903 there were assessed $12.88 in taxes 
for each man, woman and child in the state. Five years 
later there were assessed $14.75 for each individual, and 
in five years. more $20.09. If in 1913 taxes had been 
equally distributed among all the people it would have 
meant a burden of $100 for each family of five mem- 
bers. Though in reality there was little such equality in 
the assessment there was much in the payment. The fact 
is that those who occupy, use or consume property, no 
matter who owns it, are those who in the last analysis pay 
most, if not all, of the taxes thereon. If the wage earner 
or the man of limited means understood he was in reality 
paying something like $100 a year in state and municipal 
and half as much more in federal taxes for the govern- 
ment of himself, his wife and three children his influence 
and his vote would more frequently make for economy 
in appropriations and expenditures than heretofore. 

No statistics for the year 1914 appear in the above 
paragraphs for the reason that they are not yet at hand 
except in part.

REPORT OF STHARNS’ LECTURE COMMISSION. 


Capt. Albert Stearns, late of Brooklyn, N. Y., for up- 
wards of forty years identified with Church & Dwight Soda - 
works of Syracuse and Brooklyn, N. Y., presented this fund. 
The philanthropist’s early youth was passed on a farm owned 
by his father situated in the southerly section of the town- 
ship. His early education was obtained in the old brick 
schoolhouse in Gibson Village near the Gibson Corners. 
This region abounds in early history, and many of those 
who obtained their elementary education there have become 
beacon lights in the business world. 

When at the zenith of his business career, his mind re- 
verted to the scenes of his boyhood days and he desired to 
perpetuate his regard in some substantial manner. He cor- 
responded with one of his schoolmates and her son, in order 
to learn of the town’s needs and finally asked them to sug- 
gest some worthy object. They advised a lecture course, 
which he adopted immediately. A perpetual fund, known 
as the “Stearns Lecture Fund” was established, the income 
thereof to be used for non-sectarian lectures. 

Capt. Albert Stearns died April 21st., 1914. His portrait 
hangs in the Town Hall. He conferred a lasting memorial 
upon his adopted town by this benefaction. He was born 
in Rindge, N. H., Dec. 20, 1833. 


ss 
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Captain Stearns named the selectmen the trustees of this 
fund. The New Ipswich lecture commission are required 
to report annually to the trustees. The nucleus was $3000.00, 
which is invested in a policy of the Massachusetts Hos- 
pital Life Insurance Company, 50 State street, Boston, 
Mass. In 1907 he made his first installment of $2000.00, 
which is invested, viz.: Amoskeag Savings bank, Manchester, 
N. H., $1000.00; Fitchburg Savings bank, Fitchburg, Mass., 
$1000.00. A second installment followed in 1912, which is 
deposited, viz.: Amoskeag Savings bank, Manchester, N. H., 
$1000.00. Merrimack County Savings bank, Concord, N. H., 
$1000.00.

REPORT OF LIBRARY TREASURER. 


In addition to the above report we have expended aside 
from the town appropriation $40.00: for insurance, $10.00 
for a yearly rental of a safety deposit box, $5.85 for postage 
and express on books, and sixty cents for rent of P. O. box. 

The librarian’s salary of $150.00 is entirely the gift of a 
friend of the library, and is paid by her to the librarian. 
The treasurer of the library does not have anything to do 
with this money. 

We have an income from the Boynton Fund of $169.50 
annually. By the will this can only be expended for books 
and magazines. The magazines on the reading table are 
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paid for from this and the bill for them averages $40.00 
yearly. 

We have an income from the Hubbard Fund. of $105 
annually. This is for books only. 

From the Wentworth Fund we receive $30 annually. This 
must be expended for books on Religion, Art and Literature. 

We have about $500.00 deposited in the New England 
Trust Co. of Boston. About $200 of this igs interest, for 
books, which ‘accumulated during the settlement of the 
Boynton estate; $200.00 of it was given by Mr. Chick for 
books. This with other small accumulations of book in- 
terest form this principal. Our dividends as they come in 
are placed with them, and through them we pay all our bills 
for books. 

We have $870 available money. Some of this money 
was left unexpended at the time the library was built. The 
rest has ‘been gifts from friends and proceeds of lawn parties 
and entertainments. We get some each year from the sale 
of magazines. Usually about three dollars. 

This money we have always looked upon as a fund to be 
used in case of heavy repairs, always lable to come to any 
building. 

The library needs painting now. 

We have $82 deposited in Greenville bank known as 
the water fund. This was procured by a sale at the library 
and a concert held in Academy hall. 

This is part of a sum we sometime hope to raise with 
which to get water into the library. As is well known, by 
the will of the late Mrs. Mary M. B. Whitman we are to 
receive $10,000 for the library. There are no restrictions 
to this income. At present this is in real estate in Wash- 
ington, D. C., and those in charge write us that at the present 
time property in Washington is not selling for anything 
like its worth, and they are waiting in hopes of a higher 
price.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board, New Ipswich, N. H.: 


I hereby submit my first annual report as superintendent 
of your schools. As will be observed, I merely touch upon 
some of our most pressing needs and most obvious conditions. 
In order to convey a clear idea of the conditions, a report so 
extended would be necessary that policy would demand that 
it be suppressed in the interests of economy of space. 

One of the most conspicuous defects is the lack of :ade- 
quate playgrounds for the children. The exterior of the 
buildings is for the most part such that an unfavorable 
opinion is gained of the whole school establishment. The 
interior of the several houses, however, does much to coun- 
teract this, as many recent improvements have helped to 
make conditions satisfactory. The most commendable of 
these is the placing of new desks and adjustable seats in the 
grammar school. The attendance record has been poor and 
the number of tardinesses excessive. It is difficult to see 
how a pupil can benefit from the instruction given while he 
is absent or upon the day following, as he has then lost 
touch with the work. 

One of the most pleasing things has been the progress 
made in music under the efficient guidance of Miss Holtham. 
The Weaver system taught by her is an excellent one, and 
should be made a part of the permanent program. 

I recommend that a special teacher in drawing and manual 
training be engaged. I advise that in future years the - 
teachers be asked to sign contracts definitely specifying their 
duties and relationship with the school authorities. Such a 
contract is now being formulated by an attorney for use in 
certain towns in the Supervisory District. I feel that I am. 
in accord with the board in believing that superior Normal 
graduates be engaged whenever changes occur. I would sug- 
gest that consideration be given to a plan by which the sev- 
towns in the Supervisory District could purchase their supplies 
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in one large quantity by competitive bids and thus secure the 
advantage of a lower price. As soon as the finances of the 
district will permit, the old style rigid seats and desks should 
be replaced by more modern equipment. I would suggest 
that the relations between the superintendent and_ school 
board be such as the State Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion has embodied in his recent report to the present legis- 
lature. I strongly advise that the parents visit the schools at 
every opportunity, and above all, that they make all due en- 
deavor to have their children attend the schools all of the 
time that they are in session. Each and_-all of these steps, 
if adopted, will, I am convinced, lead to better work in our 
schools. 
I wish to thank the board for their uniform courtesy to 

me, and to express my appreciation for the faithful effort and 
codperation of the teachers.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


The most important problem at present confronting the 
school district of New Ipswich is, as ever, transportation. 
The consolidated grammar school is now in its second year; 
its success is beyond question; our hbrarian reports that 
since its institution there has been a marked increase in 
the number of children frequenting the library and taking 
books therefrom; whether the unusually large number of 
pupils from town attending the academy is due to the in- 
fluence of the consolidated grammar school, cannot be defi- 
nitely stated; of the general and increasing educational 
value of such a school there can be no question; it would 
be a real misfortune to discontinue it, and yet its main- 
tenance entails an expenditure for transportation that seri-_ 
ously threatens its existence. |

By the laws of this state, not more than twenty-five per 
cent of all school moneys can be used for transportation. 
Word from Concord advises us that there is no known way 
to circumvent this law, even were it expedient to do so; 
the sum expended on transportation this past year perilously 
approaches the limit; the cost of maintaining the present 
four routes shows a decided tendency to increase; the sum 
of money at present available for the schools is ample, 
though not larger than necessary to keep the schools up to 
their present level; it would be obviously wasteful to raise 
$4 for the schools in order to expend $1 for transporta- 
tion; finally, if the consolidated grammar school is discon- 
tinued, some way must be found to relieve the resulting 
congestion in the Smithville school. 

Plainly, the only solution to the above problem is to open 
a new school, so located, if possible, that its annual run- 
ning expenses may be met by a corresponding decrease in 
the cost of transportation. At the last district meeting it 
was voted that the present school board be appointed a com 
mittee of three to consider the matter of opening a new 
school in the Finn district, and to report at the next district 
meeting. The report of the committee is embodied in the 
foregoing, and in article 8 of the district warrant. 

Last summer the school district of New Ipswich joined 
with those of Temple and Milton to form a supervisory 
union, and elected Mr. Leonard 8. Morrison, principal of the 
Peterborough high school, as superintendent of schools. Not 
only had Mr. Morrison an enviable record as principal of a 
high school, but he came personally recommended by State 
‘Superintendent Morrison, to whom our local superintendent 
is in no way related. The school board is much pleased with 
Mr. Morrison’s work; it has found him energetic, tactful, 
firm, and altogether efficient. The union was formed only 
for the current school year; hence the insertion of article 
9 in the district warrant. 

There are two urgent and convincing reasons that our 
school district should remain in a supervisory union: first 
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and most important, because between supervision by a super- 
intendent whose vocation is pedagogy, and supervision by a 
school board whose vocations are anything but pedagogy, 
there is all the difference between skilled and unskilled 
labor; second, it is more befitting our self-respect and repu- 
tation as a community with pride in its educational spirit, 
to enter a supervisory union before we are compelled by law 
to do so. There is at present a bill pending in the legis- 
lature, sure to pass sooner or late, entitled An Act for More 
Efficient Supervision of Schools. Certain portions of the 
bill read: 

“SECTION 1. Supervisory Unions. (1) Om or before 
July 15, 1915, the governor and council shall combine all 
the several school districts in the state into unions for the 
purpose of employing a superintendent of the public schools 
therein. 

“SECT. (3) The sae board of each school district shall 
annually on the sixteenth day of July set apart from the 
school money the sum of $25 for each teacher a 
employed during the preceding school year; ; 
Said sum shall constitute a supervisory fund for the ensuing 
school year and shall forthwith be paid to the treasurer of 
the supervisory union . . . . the state treasurer shall, — 
in the month of December of each year, pay to the treasurer 
of each supervisory union such sum as when added to the 
supervisory fund aforesaid shall amount to $1,500 and shall 
also pay to said treasurer of each supervisory union one-half 
of whatever part of the superintendent’s salary is in excess 
of $1,500.” 

It will be noticed from the above that whereas the school 
district of New Ipswich now pays $265 annually towards 
_the salary of its superintendent, it need, if this bill is 
passed, pay no more than $125. 

As safeguards to the schools, the bill further provides 
that supervisory boards may elect only such superintend- 
ents as are nominated by the state superintendent, and that 
he may nominate only men of high character and specified 
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educational qualifications. The powers of superintend- 
ents and those of school boards are so defined that school 
boards cannot arrogate to themselves control of school mat- 
ters that require skilled supervision. Ample provision 
also is made for the removal of inefficient or otherwise 
undesirable superintendents. 

The inner life of the schools has progressed for the most 
part smoothly and uneventfully. The grammar school 
held its first formal graduation June 26 at the town hall 
in the evening. Hight members of the eighth grade gave 
‘an entertaining program, after which they received each 
from the chairman of the school board a diploma as a 
reward for the successful completion of their grammar 
school course. The diploma cannot fail to stimulate in- 
terest and effort in study as well as to enhance school and 
class feeling. Two new teachers were elected last summer 
to conduct the grammar and primary rooms in the Center. 
They resigned in January, and their places were filled by 
two young ladies whose management has thus far been sat- 
isfactory. The disadvantages of a change in the middle 
of the year have been more than counterbalanced by the 
marked improvement in the discipline and the general at- 
titude of the grammar school pupils. The vacancy caused 
by the resignation last June of the teacher in High Bridge 
was filled by a graduate of the Fitchburg Normal School. 
There has been no change in the teaching force of Gibson- 
ville and Smithville, and the school board devoutly hopes 
there will be none for some time to come. The music has 
been in charge of a special teacher from the Keene Normal 
School, who spends one day a week in the schools. 

A new and commodious outbuilding has recently been - 
erected at the Center school. This is but the first step in 
a series of improvements to schoolyards and buildings 
contemplated by the school board, to be made as fast as 
funds allow. During the fall and winter terms the school 
board has been unable, after conscientious endeavor, to 
find any responsible adult person to act as janitor of the 
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Center school, though the board is ready and willing to 
pay full value for the work. Consequently the building 
has not been kept in as good condition as it should be. 
The janitor’s work has been done by teachers, pupils, and 
anybody else that could be temporarily hired. It is ex- 
pected, however, that ‘a good janitor will be secured for 
the spring term. 

This year the school district of New Ipswich is re. 
quired by law to raise $1,455 for schools. Additional ex- 
penditures required by law, to be assessed by the selectmen 
and not to be appropriated in the district meeting, are

To cover, the cost of transportation, teachers’ salaries, 
and incidental school expenses the school district should 
appropriate $1,700, 

The results of the first year of medical inspection in the 
district are given in a separate report. The Parents’ 
Circle is laying plans to supply with suitable eye-glasses 
those school children whose vision is defective and whose 
parents cannot afford to have the defect remedied. The 
school board would suggest that a larger sum than the 
present be appropriated for medical inspection, as $25 
cannot reasonably be expected to secure much individual 
attention to 150 children. . 

Finally, the question may not unreasonably be asked, 
What progress have the schools of New Ipswich made in 
the last few years commensurate with the increased 
cost of running? There are the same old schoolhouses, 
with the same old unattractive surroundings, filled with 
the same happy, careless youngsters that show no startling 
superiority to former generations of school children. The 
answer is, What effect has it on the output of a factory 
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to install new and up-to-date machinery in place of the 
old and antiquated, to discard inferior methods and hire 
skilled instead of unskilled labor? The following data 
may throw some light on the recent progress of the New 
Ipswich common schools.

For the present school year the average membership seems 
likely to be nearer 150 than 140; the average monthly salary 
of the teachers is $52.80, and all the teachers employed by 
the town at the beginning of the year were normal school 
graduates or the equivalent. 

But whereas the factory can improve its output in a day, 
the school deals in an intellectual commodity which is intan- 
gible, of slow growth, requiring years to mature. The forces 
at work to improve the schools do not always operate on the 
surface, nor are they always accompanied by a fife and drum 
corps. But of this we may be sure, the efforts and sacrifices 
made for the children of today will bring us abundant reward 
in the superior type of the men and women of tomorrow.

REPORT STATE TAX COMMISSION 1914. 
INCREASE IN PUBLIC EXPENDITURES. 


No power has constituted the members of the tax com- 
mission guardians of the public in respect to expenditures 
for the support of government, and they have no disposition 
to assume that role. Nevertheless, “economy being a most 
essential virtue in all states,” and it being “the duty of 
legislators and magistrates * * * to countenance 
and inculcate the principles of .* * * economy,” all 
as set forth in the constitution of this state, the com- 
missioners believe themselves to be amply justified in 
urging, as they have so often urged before, the impor- 
tance of this subject upon the voters of the state. The 
public revenue, state and municipal, is the voters’ business, 
and they are responsible, directly or indirectly, for every 
extravagance affecting it from the inception to the ter- 
mination of the fund. 

Every compulsory contribution levied by public authority 
upon people or property is in the broad sense of the term 
a tax, nor is it made less obnoxious or burdensome if 
called a fee or a fine. In the figures that follow there- 
fore, all fees, fines, and other exactions, if any, are in- 
cluded with the taxes upon polls and estates. To illustrate 
the comparative importance of the two classes, it may be 
said that the taxes upon polls and estates represent about 
95 per cent and all other income about 5 per cent of the 
total revenue of the state, and of the counties, cities, towns, 
districts and precincts therein. 

Taxes as defined above have increased by leaps and 
bounds in recent years. In 1903 the sum of all the taxes 
assessed by and within the state of New Hampshire was 
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$5,373,.420.22; in 1913 it was $8,765,039.07, an increase 
of $3,391,018.85, or 63 per cent., in ten years. But these 
figures do not adequately represent the velocity the up- 
ward movement has now attained. To show that it is 
necessary to divide the ten-year period: The levy in 1908 
was $924,388.79, or 17 per cent. greater than in 1903, while 
that in 1913 was $2,467,230.06, or 39 per cent. greater than 
in 1908. By so much did the advance in the last half of 
said period exceed that in the first half. These figures 
will be the more alarming if it is remembered that while 
taxes already sufficiently heavy were advancing 63 per 
cent., the population of the state increased only about 4% 
per cent., and while the one was advancing 39 per cent., 

the athe increased only about 2% per cent. 

It is instructive to study the subject from another oe 
In the ten years from 1904 to 1914, both inclusive, the 
annual increase in all taxes defined and limited as above 
was as follows:

The average yearly increase for the whole period was 
$336,561.85. The upward trend is more plainly shown, 
however, by dividing, as before, the ten-year period in the 
middle and considering the halves separately. For the first 
five years the average annual increase was $184,877.76; 
for the last five years it was $493,446.01. It is surely per- 
tinent to consider how long the little state of New Hamp- 
shire, almost stationary in wealth, can sustain a tax

already burdensome and increasing at the rate of prac- 
tically half a million dollars a year without crippling her 
industries and impoverishing her people. Plainly it is a 
condition not calculated to attract capital from without 
the state or to encourage business within the same. 

From the per capita standpoint the situation is not less 
disturbing. In 1903 there were assessed $12.88 in taxes 
for each man, woman and child in the state. Five years 
later there were assessed $14.75 for each individual, and 
in five years more $20.09. If in 1913 taxes had been 
equally distributed among all the people it would have 
meant a burden of $100 for each family of five mem- 
bers. Though in reality there was little such equality in 
the assessment there was much in the payment. The fact 
is that those who occupy, use or consume property, no 
matter who owns it, are those who in the last analysis pay 
most, if not all, of the taxes thereon. If the wage earner 
or the man of limited means understood he was in reality 
paying something like $100 a year in state and municipal 
and half as much more in federal taxes for the govern- 
ment of himself, his wife and three children his influence 
and his vote would more frequently make for economy 
in appropriations and expenditures than heretofore. 

No statistics for the year 1914 appear in the above 
paragraphs for the reason that they are not yet at hand 
except in part. 
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
